AN ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance No. 

G-07-72. 

WHEREAS, heretofore on April 11, 1972, the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, adopted above numbered Ordinance 
G-07-72, and 

WHEREAS, on April 12, 1972, the Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, did approve and sign said Ordinance, and 

WHEREAS, said Board of Public Works did file all necessary peti- 
tions and make showings required to said Public Service Commission of 
Indiana in public hearings for the purpose of seeking approval of said Public 
Service Commission of Indiana of said schedule of rates and charges, and

WHEREAS, the said Board of Public Works has been advised that the 
Public Service Commission of Indiana desires that certain revisions be 
made in the rate schedules now In evidence before the Public Service 
Commission in Cause No. 32874, and it is in the best interests of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana and the Fort Wayne City Light & Power Works 
and its customers and patrons that said changes be incorporated in an 
amendment to an ordinance to be submitted to the Public Service Commis- 
sion of Indiana; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 

SECTION 1. Said schedule of rates and charges identified as Exhibit 
A in General Ordinance No. G-07-72 be amended to read as follows: 

The energy charge under this rate will be adjusted to 
reflect the same fuel adjustment billed the Utility by 
its present supplier for power purchased during the 
previous calendar month, and in the event that rates 
of the supplier are revised to a 33. 00 cents base an 
additional .0315 cents per kwh shall be charged. 

The foregoing language shall be substituted for the fuel 
clause language originally presented in Exhibits JB2 
and BP2 for rates CA, PA, PB, RC, and CB. 

SECTION 2. Said Board of Public Works is authorized to file all nec- 
essary petitions and make all showings required to said Public Service 
Commission of Indiana in a public hearing for the purpose of seeking ap- 
proval of said Public Service Commission of Indiana of said schedule of 
rates and charges as so amended. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance is passed upon the same date and at 
the same meeting at which it was introduced and it is passed by unanimous 
consent of all members of the Common Council present, and there are 
present and voting at least two-thirds of all members -elect of said Com- 
mon Council. 
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SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from 
and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
